STRATHMORE’S SIDEWALKS 


A suggestion was made at a recent 
Town Council meeting that the Council 
get busy and pass a by-law enabling a 
group of citizens on any block to peti- 
tion for a cement sidewalk, the cost to 
be added as a frontage tax to their an- 
nual taxes overa period of ten or fifteen 
vears, Not much discussion arose, but 
it was deferred until later on. 

Before such a by-law is passed, we 
think the Council should give serious 
study to it. And we hope that following 
study they will oppose it. 

Three main reasons were advanced 
for the proposition, It would mean that 
the people who used the sidewalk would 
pay for it. It would save the Council 
from the feelings of townsmen that the 
block chosen by the Council was always 
the wrong block. And it would lighten 


“the lond on the civie tax. 


Now, as to the people using the side- 
walk paying for it, we have only to look 
at most of the blocks presently installed 
to see that most people who use the con- 
crete don’t live on it. These blocks were 
put in by the former Councils with a 
view to serving as arterial sidewalks, 
serving as many people as possible each 
vear, And wrong block or not, we think 
they did a reasonably good job of siting 
the coustruction each vear, The people 
now living on wooden walks helped to 
pay for these concrete blocks,—why 
should they pay the whole shot for their 
own ¢ 

As to which is the right or wrong 
block, that is, of course, only a matter 
of opinion, after all, and we think that 
the Town Council should be quite as 
well suited to choosing a block in the 
best interests of the town as a whole as 
is the average individual ratepayer, No 
doubt they get tired of unending criti- 
cism, too, but we do feel they will hkely 
dea better job. 

Nid as to the tax burden, we can re- 
member when estimates included some 
$350 to $500 for maintenance and repair 
ef the old wooden walks alone, That 

cas before Mr. Harry Miner’s long 
sought victory in starting on the con- 
erete plan, Since that time much of the 
maintenance has been eliminated be- 
cause of the concrete. 
3ut much of it has been climinated 
because of neglect also, And Strath- 
niore’s wooden walks show it, Last 
vear’s financial statement for the town 
shows an expenditure for sidewalks 
during 1947 of only $4.80, Had the other 
#400, more or less. which used to be 
budeeted, been allotted to concrete

construction, it would at least have al- 
leviated the situation. 

We can’t keep on wearing out with- 
out replacing, and we think the Council 
is the body best fitted to do the replac- 


ing.

Farming 


Farm ponds, which are becoming 
very common in the United States 


as soil conservation methods bring’ 


contour farming and the develop- 
ment of small farm reservoirs inte 
the picture, are becoming sources 
of healthful food for farm families. 
These ponds are being stocked with 
fish, and many the American farmer 
today is farming for fish to provide 
his table with a change in diet. 
They're doing it successfully, too.

crop is beginning to catch on. Two 
crews of fish experts are now mak- 
ing a survey of small lakes and dug- 
outs on Saskatchewan farms, exam- 
ining lake depths, oxygen and alka- 
line content of the water, and the 
kinds of food present for fish in an 
effort to make it possible for the 
farm family to fish for its own 
breakfast. If it is found P.F.R.A. 
ponds and dugouts will support fish 
life, then Saskatchewan will be 
farming for fish as well as for 
wheat and beef.

The Field Crops Commissioner, 
Mr. A. M. Wilson has advised as 
follows: 

“The Associate Committee on 


Grain Research, following their Feb- 
ruary meetings recommended to the 
Board of Grain Commissioners that 
Red Bobs wheat be degraded be- 
calise of inferior quality to Marquis 
and Thatcher. 

Acting on this recommendation 
the Board of Grain Commissioners 
has advised this office that they 
will now inform all interested par- 
ties that the variety Red Bobs will 
not be graded higher than No. 3 
Manitoba Northern on and after 
August Ist, 1951. However they 
have also advised that the Board 
reserves to itself the right to post- 
pone such degrading should unfor- 
seen circumstances make’ such 
action appear advisable. 

On the basis of the above recom- 
mendation and intentions of the 
Board to degrade Red Bobs wheat, 
it would seem necessary to advise 
wheat producers of the contem- 
plated action.”

Some farmers are swath 
ng their crops too green, and 
others picking up the swaths 
tou soon.

killing such weeds as Russian This- 
ile and the biannuals such as Stini- 
reeds, Skeleton Weeds and various 
vig Weeds that grow rapidly after 
the grain crop has been removed. 
Secondly, the best way to destroy 
perennial weeds is by fall cultiva- 
tion, 

ooking over many of the fall rye 
fields I see heaps of straw. This 
ho ‘ld not be burned but incorpor- 
acted in some manner, perhaps by a 
pick-up ensilage cutter or a roter 
spreader, Iam not in the implement 
business but am very conscious of 
the destruction of our farm lands, 
and have made the above suggest 
ions to try to avoid any ot 
humus. 

By fall blading, the stubble is left 
erect, and will hold snow. It may 
be possib'e to hold enough snow to 
moisten our soil to a depth of two 
or more feet; if this can be done, we 
can seed the same land next year. 
'f we fall blade, the melted snow 
will penetrate the soil and 
our only pre-seeding cultivation will 
be with a rod weeder. 

In all the above operations, we 
have not exposed our soil, nor have 
ve broken it apart to pull the fibre 
loose, thus we have saved our 
‘traw, caught snow, prevented drift-

THE TIME TO SWATH 


Wheat should not be swathed too 
scon ii grade loss is to be avoided. 
it can be safely swathed, however, 
when the moisture content gets 
down to thirty percent. That is the 
experience of the Swift Current 
Experimental Station. 

When it is possible to rub out the 
kernels by hand with the glumes 
clinging fairly firmly to the grain, 
the thirty percent moisture stage 
has been reached. 

In late, slow-maturing areas the 
wheat should be left until the twen- 
ty-five percent moisture stage has 
been reached before it is swathed. 

The stubble should be left not less 
than six inches and no more than 
eight inches in height, thus provid- 
ing sufficient strength to hold the 
swath above ground. 


USE OF NITROGEN 
AS FERTILIZER 
Canadian consumpticn of nitrogen 
fertilizer bas increased from some 


11,000 tons in 1940 to about 27,000 


tons in 1947. On a population and 
crop acreage basis Canada still uses 
relatively little nitrogen as com- 
pared with some countries. About 
90 per cent of it is used as an 
ingredient of mixed fertilizers and 
five per cent for side dressing, 
mainly for leafy vegetable crops. 


The estimated tonnage of nitrogen 
for fertilizer materials for all ferti- 
l'zer purposes used in the trade year 
ended July 1, 1948, was 127,328 tons.

per cent of the total was uséd in

The 
demand for 11-48 ammonium phos- 
phate in the Prairies has increased 
rapidly and there is still a shortage 
of this fertilizer for that part of 
Canad, as we'l as drill attachments 
for applying it. 


CHEMIC4SL INCREASES 
MANURE VALUE 

Farmers have recently found that 
if they reinforce their manure with

SUMMERFALLOW AND 
WATER EROSION 


As a result of the heavy spring 


experts in 


run-off, gully and sheet erosion 
were more pronounced on many 
A'berta farms this year than for 


some time. Starting as tiny trickles, 
water erosion very quickly in- 
creases in severity and smal] rills 
become large gullies in a surpris- 
ingly short time, 

Where gullying has already oc- 
curred, in fields now under summer- 
fallow, immediate steps should be 
taken to check the damage. G. R. 
Sterling, Supervisor of Soil Conser- 
vation for the Alberta Depatment of 
Agriculture, points out that signs of 
gullying are usually noticed first in 
the natural run-ways. He suggesis 
seeding down these run-ways with 
fall rye and a grass legume mixture 
suitable to the area. The cereal crop 
will held the run-off until the graos 
legume mixture becomes establish- 
ed, Once established, the forage 
crop will prevent further erosiou 
and provide another source of valu- 
able livestock feed. Actually, it 
the tough fibrous roots of the grass 
in the mixture that holds the soil in 
place, but the addition of the leg 
ume prevents a sod-bound condition 
in grass left down for any lengh oi

The Alberta Federation of Agri- 
culture recommends that the going 
wage for harvesting and threshing 
for 1948 be $6.00 per day for harvest 
ing and $7.00 per day for threshing, 
based on a ten-hour day, including 
board.

CROP ROTATION REQUIRED 

The preservation of Alberta soils 
requires crop rotation. The provin- 
cial supervisor of soil conservation 
says that fibre and fertility can be 
restored through the medium of 
grasses and legumes. A satisfactory | 
rotation should include cereal or 
other cash crops. It should allow 
for contro] of undesirable plants or 
weeds. with a minimum of culti-! 
vation, spraying or dusting. 

Crop rotations vary from district 
to district, and from farm to farm. 
Your district agriculturist can out- 
line a cropping program that will

GRAIN FREIGHT RATES 

The Canadian railways have ap- 
plied for a further increase of 20 
per cent in freight rates on the 
basis that the recent increase of 
17 cents an hour for railway em 
ployees absorbed the previous 
freight increase of 21 per cent. This 
application for an increase will not 
effect the freight rates on grain 
as such rates are established by 
federal law under the Crows Nest 
Pass agreement. 

Towards the end of World War 1 
the federal government abrogated 
the Crows Nest Pass agreement on 
the insistence of the railways that 
revenues were insufficient to pay 
uleiz UO SsaiRI YS “AVM Ae) 
haulage were permitted from Aug. 
1, 1918, to November, 1921. The 
extra cost to the farmers of hauling 
grain in that period was $43,162,284. 

The drop in grain prices in 1922 
brought about an insistent demand 
for restoration of the Crows Nest 
rates. The prairie provinces were 
aroused to an extent that parlia- 
ment finally gave in and restored 
the old rates. 

The previous increase in freight 
rates was 21 per cent, which brings 
present rates up to 121 per cent. | 
A 20 per cent increase on 121 per 
cent would bring the total rates up 
to 145.2 per cent of the old rates, or 
a total increase of 45.2 per cent.
